True, 
the answer may well be wrong, 
but 3 million yaars on your own 
can be difficult to bear and, 
frankly, Holly has gone just a 
ша bit peculiar. In fact, so 
much so that ha isn't evan a he 
any more, he's e she. Having 
spent ovar 200,000 years trying 
to perfect her gurning 
techniques with a mala face, 
Holly gava it up as a bad job 
and swapped it for a famale one! 


Arnold J Віттег had a sad 
Ша. . and then he died. Along 
with all the rest of tha crew of 
tha Red Dwarf, apart from 
Listar The good news for 


Rimmer is that a mare 3 million 
years latar, he finds himsalf 
revived by Holly, albeit as a 
hologram, adjudged to be the 
crew mamber most likely to 
keep Dave Lister sane! Hardly 
thankful for this small mercy, 
Mrs Rimmer's little boy draams 
ot a day whan perhaps, just 
perhaps, he may gat his body 
back. 


Cat should be one of Dave 
Lister's greatest admirers, but 
adminng himself is already a 
full time job. As last survivor of 
the Cat Civilisation that graw up 
and eventually crumbled 
aboard the Red Dwarf as Lister 
non-existed in stasis for 3 
million years, Cat leamt all 
about Cloister tha Stupid in 
raligious studias When ha 


g at the tima! Luckily(?) for him, 


finally mat his Saviour, Cat was 
none too impressed and soon 
got back to tha important 
business of ironing the creases 
out of his suit! 


Kryten, formarly service- 
mechanoid to the crew aboard 
the Nova 5, ultimataly proved a 
little too efficiant for his own 
good An early spnng clean of 
all the ship's most vital 
instrumants led to them 
malfunctioning in unison and it 
was goodbye Nova 5! Krytan 
wasn't rescued for a very long 
time, but it was worth the wait. 
Joining the crew of the Red 
Dwarf has provided him with 
many new opportunities to 
serva and, so far, ha has 
managed to avoid wiping out 
his masters.

RF INTERVIEW 
CHRIS BARRIE 


А veteran comady actor and impressionist, with cradits ranging from 'Coming Next' to 
‘Filthy Rich and Са ар” to the notorious ‘Spitting image’, Chris Barria has taken the role ої 
the objactionabie yet pitiabie Arnoid Rimmer, and made It undaniabiy his own. 

We managed to catch up with Chris during rahaarsals on ‘Rad Dwarf’s’ fifth series, and ara 
very grateful that he was able to spare us some tima to discuss his work. 


RED DWARF MAGAZINE So 
when did you first decide you 
wanted to makea career out of 
acting? 


CHRIS BARRIE Well, | always 
knew Iwantedtodosomething 
in that line, but it wasn't until 
about 1981 or so that | thought 
I could realistically get into the 
profession and do it 


RDM: And how did you go 
about doing that? 


CB Well, over Christmas 
1981, | saw the variety shows 
on TV, and L thought the world 
of impressionism, if you like, 
was abit dodgy - that is, peo- 
ple were just following Mike 
Yarwood'sthingandthere was 
nothing really original coming 
up. So thought I'd get an act 
together and go to the 'Com- 
edy Store' — which was an 
aiternative comedy venue 
— and try and raise a few 
chuckles there. That was In 
about February '82 


HDM Wasthatanactbasedon 
impressions, then? 


CB Yes - normai Impres- 
sions, but with a slightly more 
‘Spitting Image" attitude, if you 
like. The impressions weren't 
friendly like Mike Yarwood's 
were, they were more sort of 
hard-edged, more irreverent 


RDM is that where you were 
spotted for 'Spitting image'? 


CB: Well, | did some work оп 
the Jasper Carrott show first. | 
did the Election Special in '83, 
andtheseriesetthe end ofthat 
year That's when John Lloyd 
saw me and asked if | was in- 
terested in 'Spitters`. 


RDM Which voices did you ac- 
tually do on the programme? 


CB Varlous ones; Reagan, 
David Coleman, Prince 
Charles, Paul Daniels, John 
Cole, John Gieigud, Harry 
Carpenter - I've recently 
been doing George Bush. 


RDM We notice you aren't 
credited for the current series 
Is that because you've been 
busy on Red Dwarf? 


CB Yes;there'sadirect clash. 
With "Red Dwarf’ recording on 
Fridays, | just couldn't do it. 


ADM But you'dgo back to it, if 


your schedule permitted? 


CB. Yes, i'd drift back in there. 
I might be back doing that next 
Spring, actually. 


RDM Sowas it on ‘Spitting Im- 
age’ that you first met Rob 
Grant and Doug Naylor? 


CB. No, | met them before on 
the Jasper Carrott show, and | 
did two series of a radlo pro- 
gramme called 'Son of Cliché* 
with them. | think that was in 
"ВЗ апа "84. 


RDM They then went off and 
wrote ‘Red Dwarf', of course. 
Did they approach you right 
away about the character of 
Himmer? 


CB Weill think they were just 
auditioning and seeing all sorts 
of peopleforitreally, and |hap- 
pened to be one of them. At 
first, t think they decided to go 
with other actors — proper, 
what I call ‘legitimate’ kinds of 
actors, people that didn't 
come from a ‘Comedy Store’ 
background or stand-up com- 
edy or whatever Then they 
changed thelr minds - well, | 
think they changed their 
minds, you'll have to ask them 
about tt! | know that | was con- 
sidered, but then they thought 
not — then, efter afew weeks, 
they wrote me a letter saying 
they wanted to go ahead with 
it So the rest is history, as the 
old cliché goes. 


RDM Did you have any idea 
when you started that Red 
Dwarf' was a programme that 
could run for as long, and 
become as popular, as it has 
done? 


CB Deep in my heart, | knew 
that it would gain a cult follow- 
ing, but after the first series, ! 
thought it might take alittle bit 
of persuading for the BBC to 
doanotherone, because it was 
so - strange, | suppose, so 
different to anything else on 
the box. 


RDM What kind of reaction do 
you get from the fans 
nowadays? 


CB: Lots of different reac- 
tions. A lot of people say "I 
love that programme", you 
know - and there's a lot of 
"Where's your Н?", "Hello 
Smeg-Head', that kind of 
stuff. Then there's the sort of 
vague recognition, the “iknow 
that bloke, | don't know where 
from" kind of thing і do get 
more reactions to "Нед Dwarf’ 
now than | do to any other work 
i've done, whereas in the first 
couple of years, about 1987 or 
'88, some people knew me 
from Jasper show, and 'Satur- 
day Night Live' and some 
Sketch shows that | did — and 
oddly enough, from 'Spitting 
Image'. Some peopie put two 
andtwotogether and say "Oh, 
you're the bloke that did 
Reagan once or twice on the 
box and you also do It on 'Spit- 
ting image" " 


НОМ Doyoulike thecharacter 
of Rimmer? Do you think he's 
got any redeeming qualities? 


CB Í think he's a deeply sad 
character; there's the fact that 
he’s dead and he can’t touch 
anything — and he had sucha 
sad life to start with Although 
he doesn'tlookit, Ithinkheisin 
many ways probably the sad- 
dest person amongst them all. 
And possibly also the nicest, 


do you know what | mean? it's 
really weird to say that but he 
ргобебіу is - and he's 
become more like that over the 
years. His vulnerabilities are 
being brought out a lot more, 
certainly since the first series. 
Through the second series, 
and then the third and the 
fourth, and now this one, 
you've seen whole new sides 
tohim 


RDM Не seems to form the 
basis of quite a few of the 
storylines. Hes that been so 
with 'Red Dwarf V'? 


CB: Yes, | think so — і mean, 
Rimmers a very good 
character for things to happen 
to Therearelots of things that 
can change about him, 
whereas maybe some of the 
other characters, particularly 
Cat and Kryten, are there more 
as sort of instrumentation to 
pull things aiong In many 
ways, Lister and Rimmer are 
Still the central characters — 
because they're proper 
human beings, if you like 


Rimmer certainly has alot todo 
in 'Holoship’, because he has 
to go over to the ship, and he 
has a bed scene with another 
hologram. in every series, you 
have one show that youhave to 
do a lot of work on, more than 
usual, and that was the one for 
me 


That was more or less Rim- 
mer's big show, though 'Ter- 
rorform', which we've just 
finished recording, was based 
on him a little bit, it's Rimmer 
who's In trouble, and the 
others all have to go and get 
him. 'The Inquisitor' was more 
Lister, | think And the week 
before that, 'High and Low', 
was everyone. 


НОМ There's scope for im- 
provement with Rimmer all the 
time, isn't there? 


CB There certainly 15 


RDM How much input have 
you hed into his development 
asa character over the years? 


CB Quite a bit, mainly though 
in the way that he would say 
things or do things Alotofthe 
development was done In the 
first and second senes when 
we were deciding what sort of 
bloke he was, how he spoke 
and how he felt, what sort of 
background he came from 
Obviously, alot of it is scripted 
by Rob and Doug, but we hada 
iot of discussions in the early 
daysabout how we were think- 
Ing. Now, like anything you've 
been doing for four or five 
years, we can work out what 
hisattitude would be very easi- 
ly, which heips save a lot of 
time. 


RDM After five years, are you 
getting to the point where 
you're thinking maybe уои ме 
had enough of Rmmer, or do 
you think there s alot of scope 
for years and years to come? 


CB: I'm not sure about 'years 
and years to come", to be 
honest with you i certainiy 
think that, as we speak ІП 
November 1991, there's a lot 
of mileage left in him, but I 
wouldn't wanttosayhow much 
— i mean, certainiy this series 
isadeveiopment fromthe iast, 
and as iong as each series 
does develop Кот the 
previous one, | think there's 
certainly mileage there But 
you know, television's televi- 
sion - it does gobble up 
material. Who knows, maybe 
after next year it couid be time 
to knock It on the head? | don't 
know, maybelcould be proved 
wrong l've said that before 
after three series! 


НОМ There's been taik of a 
film Бето made. Have you 
heard anything about that, and 
are you likely to be offered the 
part? 


СВ: I don't know ...l've heard 


talk of films being made and 
sales to America for so many 
years now | think, If they're 
making а film of "Несі Dwarf’, 
it's be a completely different 
kind ої "Red Dwarf"; the film in- 
dustry's a different bali game, 
you know Films have hot 
names - there's a film market 
sort of place andthenthere'sa 
television world. And because 
it’s a film, there are lots of 
other influences The money 
people have to have some say 
about how they feel they can 
market the film and get bums 
on seats, so it'd be a different 
animal to the television show. 
So | wouldn't be cutting my 
wrist if | wasn't offered the 
part. 


Having saıdthat, ifthe cast wes 
different, no matter if the best 
actors In the world played the 
parts, it'd still be a sort of un- 
familiar thing In the audience's 
minds. They'd see, | don't 
know, Dennis Lawson playing 
Lister for example, and they'd 
think "Hang on, that's not 
Lister as we know him. We 
know Dennis Laweon is a 
brilliant actor, but he's пої 
Craig - he's a different per- 
son!" Do you know what | 
mean? 

So | think It would certainly be 
different if they did a 'Red 
Dwarf’ film, and I'd be flattered 
and grasp the nettle if | was of- 


fered it — but, it's a different 
world, and I'll just sit by the 
phone and get on with my life. 


RDM: Moving on from "Red 
Dwarf’, you finish filming here 
in about two weeks Do you 
have plans for anything after 
that? 


CB: | think I'm doing another 
"Brittas Empire', the sit-com | 
did for BBC 1 last year, I've 
done two series of that, and I 
think we're doing more of 
those in the Summer. There's 
a couple of other ideas for 
things that I'm mulling over — 
appearances, stand-up com- 
edy, 1005, bits and bobs here 
andthere - but I'll take it easy 
abit. 


ROM You've filmed a second 
series of “Тһе Brittas Empire’, 
then? 


CB Thet'sright; we finished in 
July. 


ROM Does itconcern youatall 
thatyouseemtobe getting the 
roles of ail the unlıkable 
characters? 


CB. Well, as | say, | think 
they're unlikable to start with, 
but once you get to know 
them, they're just sad really 
Brittas never sets out to be an 
idiot, you know, he just thinks 


he's doing a lot of good He's 
completely different to Rım- 
mer, and Гуе obviously been 
able to play them with different 
voices, different classes, all 
that sort of thing, because 
they're іп different worlds 
The difference between them 
15 that Brittas was always told 
that he was brillant at 
everything, and Rimmer was 
never told that he was brilliant 
at anything So you end up get- 
ting two rather stupid people 
really. 


But no, і don't mind - | mean, 
Га like maybe one day to play 
the hero, like in the Ace 
episode (Dimension Jump). Or 
the other night, there was a 
brief sword-fighting bit! in fact, 
when | auditioned for 'Red 
Dwarf', | read In with Lister, 
and | had an Idea for a Lister 
sort of part. But I'm not fussy; і 
just enjoy a good script and | 
don't really worry ebout what 
kind of character I'm playing 


RDM: ‘Dimension Jump’ was 
an episode you enjoyed, then? 


CB: It was a challenge to do 
both characters and make 
them different, but I did enjoy 
It, yes. 


RDM: Was it your fevourite 
episode? 


CB: | think there are episodes 
In all five series thet have been 
myfevourites, really It was fun 
to play someone like Ace — a 
sort of "James Bond’ 
character, completely dif- 
ferent from Rimmer — but no, 
there have been lots of 
episodes which Гуе enjoyed 
There's only been, | think 
perhaps one per serles that 
mey be slightly weaker than 
the others. Some say 
'Meltdown' was qulte weak 
lest time, but i thought It was all 
right, it was different. 'Stasis 
Leak’ a few series back was а 
bit odd, but — well, I think 
they're all great storles

There have been a few 
changes this year, mainly due 
to the departure of Ed Bye 
from the production team. 


Incoming producer Hilary 
Bevan-Jones has taken some 
of the workload from series 
creators, Rob Grant and Doug 
Naylor, although they remain 
as the show's executive pro- 
ducers, and of course, aii of 
the scripts for Season Five are 
written by them as normal.

On the storyline front, Messrs 


Grant and Naylor have put their 
heads together and come up 
with their usual high standard 
of innovetive, amusing and 
downright strange science- 
fiction concepts The action 
kicks off In an episode called 
"High and Low’, їп which 
Kryten develops a machine 
called a 'triplicator'. As the 
name suggests, this 
remarkable device is capable 
of creating two extra versions 
of anything the user wishes. As 
always though, there Is asilght 
drawback - while one of the 
versions is far superior to the 
original, the other is far worse 
- and as always, this leads to 
problems. In this case, the 
trouble really starts when the

when he and Kryten are unfor- 
tunate enough to crash-land 
"Starbug' оп its surface. 

While Rimmer ts pursued by 
his own Self-Loathing, Kryten 
lies dismembered In the 
wreckage of the shuttle, with 
only sixty-seven minutes to 
live and no way of getting a 
message back to the ship 


Rimmer seems to get a hard 
time of it this season - par- 


ticularly from the other crew 
members who, in ‘Quarantine ', 
the penultimate episode of the 
serles, seem to plan to 
switch him off and replace him 
with a hologramatic doctor. 

At least, thet's how Rimmer 
sees the situation. Whether or 
not his suspicions are well- 
founded, he will probably 
never know Complications 
arise with the discovery that 
the doctor has already con- 
tracted a hologram virus mak- 
Ing him totally insane. Rimmer 
gets back at his shipmates by 
confining them to quarantine 
on the pretext that they 
themselves might be carrying 
the virus.

FIXING REALITY!

For the firstissue of our RED DWARF megezine, weere lucky to heve an exciusive interview 
with Professor Neider-Lewis, the mein force behind the creetion of the incredibly suc- 
cessfui BETTER THAN LIFE virtuei гевіну game. 


Red Dwerf Magazine: Pro- 
fessor, i know what ‘virtual’ 
means but what, according to 
the game, is reality"? 


Professor Neider-Lewis: | 
don't see why you limit your 
Statement to the game. 'Reall- 
ty' in BETTER THAN LiFE is 
exactiy the same as your — ог 
my - personal reality 


RDM. But how can a reality in- 
vented by fellow humans be as 
‘real’ es the one we ex- 
perience when we interact 
with the world around us? 


NL: Because we DO NOT in- 
terect with the worid around 
us. You feil to understand that 
your mind and body ere not one 
system but two! Your body in- 
teracts with the physical world 
and encodes information in 
such e manner that your mind 
can guess what it 15 
experlencing 


RDM: What do you mean when 
you say ‘guess what it is 
experiencing’? 


NL: A body - yours, acat's, а 
dolphin's, a stick ınsect's — 
uses a variety of senses to 
form a cohesive reality-map of 
the universe. Depending on 
which senses your body is 
equipped with, the 'picture' of 
reality you gain varies. Му 
body senses are silghtly dif- 
ferentto yours. | may not 'see' 
the same colour range or hear 
the same eudio renge as you. 
Therefore, just on these tiny 


differences our versions of 
reality | мії | differ. An 
organism’s Interpretation of 
reallty varıes much more if, as 
In the case of the shark it uses 
Special receptor cells to 
detect movement, or In the 
case of Many birds can "see" 
magnetic lines criss-crossing 
the Earth in these cases very 
different types and amounts of 
Information are passed on to 
the 'mind' where it is con- 
verted into evision of reality 


RDM: idon'tsee why you used 
the word 'guess' when talking 
about seeing and feeing 
reality. 


NL. Because the mind has to 
deal with a tremendous 
amount of data coming to it 
from the Боду Мом, 
Sometimes the body makes 
mistakes, such as when we аге 
taken by surprise with an extra 
etep on a stalrwell and almost 
fall, and sometimes the mind 
makes mistakes, such as the 
optical illusion tricks shared at 
parties.

RDM So in effect our view of 
the world became oniy semi- 
based on true sensory inputs. 


NL Tobegin with. As the brain 
evolved It became better at 
abstract thought and these 
thoughts eventually 
dominated much of the mind's 
understanding of reality. One 
example of this would be 
psychosomatic illnesses А 
physically well petient 
deveiops a physical symptom 
because of the power of the 
mind. This was something 
witch doctors and shamen 
understood very well! 


RDM: How does this relate to 
the development of BETTER 
THAN LIFE? 


NL: It wasn't until the beginn- 
ing of the 21st century that 
computers became powerfui 
enough to handie quantities of 


dete on par with the human 
brain. Byrunning the new com- 
puters in ‘massive paraiielism’ 
two or more computers could 
deai with one tiny aspect of 
data processing - say the 
movement of a snowfiake. 
When this vast computing 
power was joined together, 
miiiions of computers, each 
thesize of asmalisoap bubbie, 
couid process TOGETHER 
biiiions of individuai elements 
in an imagined game fieid. Our 
snowfiake couid nowbe part of 
an outside scene in which the 
viewer would feei and believe 
himself to be in 4th century 
Аза and interacting with 
characters created by the 
computer. 


RDM: That seems like a big 
cognitive вер, Professor. 
How did our player end up 


there? 


NL: Weil, in the 20th century 
they tried to use goggies, 
giovee and suits with speciai 
Sensors to communicate 
directiy with the computers 
The best that thet eyetem 
could do was to dupiicate a 
гевійу, but there was aiways а 
time drag as the head or body 
moved and we ewaited the 
computer to process the new 
information 

My father worked much iater 
on a system to access aiter- 
nate dimensions with aiternete 
vereions of yourself and to 
allow the piayer to move 
through them and rejoin his 
originei reality when the game 
was over. He sadly disap- 
peared just when he was on 
the threshoid of soiving the 
probiem of moving across 


dimeneionai barriers. 

imyseif worked on e system to 
separate the mind and move it 
inside the cyberspaca of the 
game world. In there the mind 
dealt with the computer's 
created data in exactiy the 
sameway as it did with informa- 
tion passed to it through the 
body's senses. My syetem 
fooied each neuron and 
synapse in the brein and 
isoieted the mind.

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RF STUDIO REPORT 


Shepperton Studios was at the 
forefront of film making during 
the heyday of British cinema. 
Nowadays, with the decline 
and virtual demise of the 
British Ейт industry, many of 
the studio's facilities are made 
avallabletothe makers of small 
Screen productions; output 
ranges from Вю Break to 
Thomas the Tank Engine For 
several months in 1991 Stage 
G became the home of Red 
Dwart V. Midway through the 
series Red Dwarf Magazine 
went along to see how things 
were ehaping up 


The studios proved to be 
something of a disappoint- 
ment. Of course there wereno 
actorsrushing around dressed 
as Vikings or foreign legion- 
пагез, no shoot още In towns 
that were merely a facade; we 
didn't quite expect that But 
the deserted lot and identical 
brick buildings that might have 
appeared in any urban In- 
dustríel estate were more than 
enough to shatter the illusions 
of any long time movie buff. In- 
deed, only a workshop con- 
taining a hoard of aien masks 
and spaceships assured us 
that we were in fact in the right 
place - that and the enormous 
sign outside! 


Although filming of that even- 
Ina's episode was not due to 
commence for several hours, 
one particularly enthusiastic 
fanhadalreadyarrived. He was 
engrossed in the dress rehear- 
sals that were being reiayed In- 
to the corridor via a conve- 
niently placed monitor Red 


Dwarffans, It seems, are more 
fortunate than those of other 
сий SF shows such es Blake s 
7 and Doctor Who. Both the 
programme and its stars are 
more accessible. The fact that 
Ried Dwarf is a sltuation com- 
edy needing the laughter of a 
studio audlence, together with 
the willingness of the regulars 
to talk to fans and sign 
autographs after filming, 
means that the enthusiast can 
become more involved with 
the subject of their apprecia- 
tion. Providing they can get 
tickets of course! Resisting 
the urge to purchase any T- 
shirts from the merchandise 
table we set off to find our con- 
tact from Grant Naylor Produc- 
tions. After a lengthy trek 
around the building, we finally 
loceted the lovely, but 
mysterious Kathleen, whose 
ectual job, not to mention sur- 
name, wes destined to remaın 
shrouded in secrecy She ied 
us into the rehearsal re- 
questing quiet So we gingerly 
crept through the doors, 
holding tightly onto our bags 
lest they dared to rustie, oniy 
to be greeted by a great 
сасорпопу from a studio full of 
people Therewereevenafew 
children playing in there! We 
Settled down in our seats to 
watch Craig Charles, Danny 
John-Juies and Christopher 
Barrie go through their pacee. 
Hattie Hayridge was Іп her 
usuel lonely spot, dressed in 
and entirely surrounded by 
black For a while it seemed as 
if the Red Dwarf had gained a 
new female crew member, but 
it soon became apparent that 


Robert Llewellyn — who must 
undergo а time-consuming 
make-up process to transform 
him into Kryten — requires a 
stand-In at this stage of the 
rehearsals. Perfecting one 
ecene in particular was caus- 
Ing afew problems for the cast. 
Not surprising perhaps, as In It 
the other members ofthe crew 
were required to persuade 
Rimmer that they really llke him 
and that they think he’s really a 
wonderful guy. Watching this 
scene out of context was quite 
bizarre. 


We'd obviously caught the tall 
end of the dress rehearsal, as 
everyone soon left to prepare 
for the imminent filming. The 
empty studio gave us an Ideai 
opportunity for e close look at 
the sets. Apart from the 
famlliar ones aboard Red 
Dwarf Itself were the cockpit 
and hold of Starbug, which 
would be utilised throughout 
the evening's episode. There 
was one other set however, 
tucked away ina dark corner of 
the studio, grim and fore- 
boding - perheps atemple to 
some anclent god of evil, 
possibly a dungeon where 
unspeakable torture was 
perpetrated. А decayed cor- 
pse hung from a gibbet and 
'stone' steps led to. weil, 
nowhere really — it was only a 
set after all, albeit a bloody im- 
pressive one! 


The тап purpose of our trip to 
Shepperton was to meet with 
Rob Grant and Doug Naylor. 
Unfortunately, Doug Naylor 
didn’t appear to be around. We 


Considered asking his 
whereabouts, but decided it 
might be rather embarrassing 
if he were tobe standing there 
and we'd compieteiy faiied to 
recognise him. We managed to 
Speak to Rob Grant for about 
30 seconds before he was 
whisked off for an urgent 
Meeting with Juiet May, the 
new director. Rob actualiy 
whisked himseif off to the 
meeting, but being executive 
producer as weii as writer 
means that he is Мегайу his 
own boss. Reaiising that 
recording day was probabiy 
not the best day on which to 
conduct an interview, we 
made our way to the produc- 
tion office for a much needed 
cup of coffee To ease the wait 
we took advantage of the ex- 
ciusive opportunity to spoii 
any surprises Red Dwarf V 
might have in store by reading 
aii the scripts that were iying 
around in the office. it wouid 
be unfair to spoii it for you too, 
but suffice itto say you're in for 
a treat... six of them in fact 
Every now and again Rob 
Grant wouid emerge from his 
meeting to apoiogise for the 
fact that he had to go straight 
back into it Sadiy by the time 
the meeting was over the 
audience had already begun 
to arrive for the evening's 
fiiming, so our interview 
was rescheduied for iater in 
the year 


Downstairs Robert Lieweiiyn 
had finaiiy been transformed 
into Kryten and was chatting to 
the eariy arrivals. The other 
cast members were psyching 
themseives up in readiness for 
the episode, Then the studio 
door was opened and in no 
time at aii the studio audience 
was smoothly ushered into the 
seats. For anyone other thana 
devoted aficionado, watching 
the fiiming of a television pro- 
gramme is an experience that 
Shouid be sampied oniy occa- 
sionaily Studios are ивиайу 


too hot, due to the iights, and 
fitting as many seats as possi- 
bie into a very iimited amount 
ofspace makes it very uncom- 
fortabie to sit in them for too 
long a period. Recordings 
депегаїу iast for several 
hours, which isn't too surpris- 
ing considering every bit of ac- 
tion and every piece of 
diaiogue must be spot on it's 
difficuit to iaugh at even the 
funniest line the fourth or fifth 
time round Apart from aii that 
though, it's great, the ad- 
übbing and ciowning of the 
reguiar cast is something the 
TV audience sadiy miss outon. 
Robert Lieweilyn was in par- 
ticuiariy good form that night, 
his constant switching into the 
"droid rot Kryten' voice was a 
definite crowd pieaser. The 
episode being recorded that 
evening was "Terrorform', the 
fourth to go into production. 
Aneariyscene invoivedKryten 
being cut ın пай. Luckily for 
Robert Lieweiiyn, the opera- 
tionhadbeen pre-recorded as 
had ail the sequences contain- 
ing speciai effects materiai. It 
was however disappointing to 
find out that a shot featuring 
Scantiiy ciad handmaidens had 
also been compieted вапег, 
presumabiy it was not con- 
Sidered practicai to have the 
guest artistes in the studio just 
torecord one short scene iive 
This particuiar scene pro- 
mpted Craig Charies to com- 
piain about Chris Barrie getting 
the giri two episodes on the 
run (referring to ‘Hoioship’, 
recorded the week previous- 
iy). Oniy one scene presented 
any reaidifficuities for the cast 
and director; it was the same 
one that had given probiems 
during the rehearsai After 
numerous takes, most of 
whichseemedperfectiy fine to 
the iayman, i e. those of us in 
the audience, the shot was 
finally deemed ‘in the can’. 
The rest of the пипа ran more 
or iess to pian, and soon 
another episode of Fied Dwarf 


was ready for editing 


With the recording compiete 
most of the cast headed off 
to get changed, pausing now 
and again to give autographs. 
Hattie Hayridge had remained 
behind and was happily signing 
programmes for what seemed 
like 90% of the audience We 
decided that this might be a 
good time to set up an inter- 
view for a future issue of the 
magazine - and sure enough 
itwas. Thatdone, weieftstage 
G for the pub, convenientiy 
Situated within the studio iot 
Fortunately for us, just as we 
were about to order, Rob 
Grant arrived and handed us 
Some tickets that couid be 
redeemed for free drinks — 
what a guy! Soon, members of 
the cast began to arrive and 
eachin turn was greeted by an 
enthusiastic mob clutching 
Programmes, paperbacks and 
autograph books for signing. 
No-one seemed to mind the at- 
tention too much, though it did 
seem to us that they would 
rather have been ailowed ac- 
cess to the bar first! Craig 
Charies obviously had this 
situation sussed, as he easily 
persuaded one of the atten- 
dant fans to buy him a pint of 
iager 


When Chris Barrie had finished 
his quota of autographs we 
went overfor achat. Our inten- 
tion once again was to arrange 
an interview for the magazine 
some time in the future Lucki- 
iy for us Chris was more ac- 
commodating than we'd ex- 
pected and voiunteered his 
services either during or after 
rehearsais оп Sunday This 
was great news as we were 
now guaranteed atieastone in- 
terview in the first issue 
Before rushing off for the tran 
we had a few words with Craig 
Charies; mostof the conversa- 
tion concerned our confiicting 
opinions of North West foot- 
Бай and so isn't reievant here, 


but he also seemed to hold us 
personaliy responsible for the 
теазу sum he was belng paid 
forthe use of hislikenessinthe 
comic strip. We were euitably 
sympathetic and assured him 
thet hle royaity was stlil far 
more than our wage. Hattie 
Hayridge on the other hand 
was quite keen to be in a comic 
aslongastheetrip wasnothing 
like the Fat Slegs in Міг! 
On Saturday we planned to 
prepare some Interesting 
interview questions, but 
we decided that spontanelty 
was best, so we did a tour of 


London's 
instead. 


comic shops 


We arrived at the studios 
bright and early on Sunday, 
weil pretty damned eariy for a 
Sunday anyhow. The studios 
were certainiy livelier than 
they hed been, carpenters 
were busy about the lot, 
knocking together something 
thet wouid presumably end up 
as the fecade of some town, 
ready for а shoot out. Mean- 
while in Stege G, the cast of 
Нед Dwarf were агееду hard 
et it and were dolng something 


knowninthe trede as blocking. 
Surprisingly enough, this had 
nothing whetsoever to do with 
Seif defence, but invoived 
positioning and movement 
around the set. We were 
greeted by the new producer, 
Hilary Bevan Jones — Hilery 
wes also responelble for 
Merlin ofthe Crystal Cave, but 
we didn’t hold it against her — 
andehekindly provided us with 
our very own "spare" office in 
which we were to conduct In- 
terviews with anyone thet hap- 
pened to be available. After an 
hour or so the novelty of heving 
ап office to ourseives wore off 
abit, fortunately the monotony 
wes eased when Hettie 
Hayridge arrived in search of 
an eiastic band. We obviousiy 
iooked quite pitifui eitting 
there with our hastliy scrawled 
notes and our tepe recorder et 
theready, as Hattie suggested 
we shouid go and watch the 
rest of the rehearsals. We ar- 
rived just In time to miss out on 
some pizzeand eli the blocking 
seemed to be teking plece 
behind the visible set, never- 
theiess It wae ей an in- 
teresting place to spend a 
Sunday efternoon. Before 
we'd even had a chance to 
reelise we'd left the tepe 
recorder upstairs, Chris Barrle 
came over todo the interview. 
The bulk of the interview, I.e. 
the part done once the 
recorder had been retrieved 
сап be found eisewhere in thle 
issue. With our dey'e work 
completed, there was just 
enoughtime for abrief conver- 
sation with Danny John-Juies 
and Craig Charles before they 
rushed off to wetch Leeds ver- 
sus Aston Viila on TV. Then we 
ей Stage G for the last time: 
our final sight of the building 
where Hed Dwarf is created 
was of Kryten's heed gazing 
out from the window of the 
make-up room, as If bidding us 
fareweil. But since it wae just а 
iump of scuipted letex it very 
probabiy wasn't.
